Messra. Robert and Andrew Foulis, the printers 
Having obtained admis.ion to the academy as 
a pupil, he wrought et hua orignal trade to 
maintain himself, until he had acquired a know- 
ledge of drawing. Tasme became eventually 
the most distinguished artist in his line in Europe, 
and carried, imdeed, the art itself which he 
practised, to degree of perfection that before 
his time had not bean approached.

THE.TABLE ROCK. 

A correspondent of thé Colonial Advocate 
says:—‘‘I visited the Table Rock and examined 
its position, particularly the part intended to 
have been blasted off.

It is cracked 
from top to bottom, and you can thrust a pole 
down 8+or 12 feet in several places into the 
crack. It is probable that the next winter's 
frost will act like a wedge upon this crack, and 
loosen the whele mass so that it will tumbie into 
the river. Should that be the case, excellent 
stairs could be immediately erected close to the 
falling sheet of water at the edge of the Fall.”’

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LATEST FROM BUROPE. 

From all the accounts, it is clear that at the 
supposed date of the truce, General Roth hating 
occupied Rodosto, and sent a division further to 
theright to take possession of Enos, the Russians

Marmora, within fifty miles of Constsutinnpo; 
whilst, in the Black Sea, Admiral Greig had ta- 
ken Ineada, the last port of any im ance before 
a g the entrance of the ros. At 
the time, therefore, that the march of the Rus- 
sians wae arrested by the armistice, the advance 
against Constantinople was taking place at once 
upon three hines—aone under General Diebitech, 
in person, on the straight road from Adrianople ; 
another under Genera! Roth, from Rodosto, 
along the sea of Marmora, probably joined by 
the t of Admiral Ricord; and the third under 
Admiral Greig, along the coast of the Black 
Sea, and down the Bosphorus. 

ADRIANOPLE, 98th Sept.—The conferences 
were on the 3d, upon the declaration 
of the Turkish plenipotentiaries that they re- 
quired new instructions before acceding to one 
of the points in discussion. The Russian gene- 
ral granted them ten days’ delay, declaring, 
however, that peace must be si on the 14th 
Sept. at the latest. The difficulty is supposed 
te relate to the pecuniary indemnity fixed at 
twenty-five million silver roubles—about twenty 
million dollars. Auape, Poli and Akhabrick, 
are to be ceded by Turkey; nothing will be re- 

ined of them in Europe. While waiting the 

efinite signature of the treaty, Count Diebitech 
continues operations. The army is ready to 
march, if, on the day fixed, the Sulten shail not 
have decided. Immense magazines are prepar- 
ing at Adrienople for the Russians, 

ConstTanrinor.e, Sth Sept.—Notwithstand.

This precau- 
tion, and the appearance of the Russian troops 
at Karabruroun on the Black Sea, and at Czur- 
ly on the Adrianople road ; that is, at 10 leagues 
rom Constantinople at the first point, and 20 
leagues at the other—seem to indicate, distinctly,

Warsaw, Sept. 14.—According to accounts 
from Moscow, deserving of cre«lit, the corps of 
Gen. Paskewitesch Eriwaaski have entered Tre- 
birzond.— Gazette of Berlin. 

Extract of a private letter from Marseilles: — 
‘A traveller just arrived here from Ancona, 
states, that he learned there of a cabinet courier 
that General Diebitsch had still his head quar- 
ters at Adrianople, but was sending from thence 
troops in all directions to within twelve or fif- 
teen leagues of the capital, and that the Kus- 
sians cut off all communications, without even 
suffering couriers to pass, which obliged them to 
take circuitous roads. This traveller eoncludes 
from what he heard, that the object of General 
Diebitsch is to prevent intelligence arriving 
promptly in Europe, in order that he may not be 
thwarted in his projects by diplomatic interven- 
tion.”’

— aspiration. It were idle to deny it.— 

he great measure of just concc-sion has not as 
yet been followed by those results which its ad- 
pvocates held out as its necessary consequences ; 
and in place of witnessing an immediate and uni- 
versal re + We see every where about us the 
evidences of turbulent rancour and of tumultuous 
disorganization. ‘Prosperity tolreland'’ Alas! 
gentlemen, if the recent events which have ta- 
ken place both in the north and the south of 
Ireland are the harbingers of happiness, it must 
be admitted that our national felicity is intro- 
duced by very lugubrious precursors.
